The  beautiful  Utahna  was  climbing  Tim- 
panogos  to  sacrifice  herself  as  a propitiation 
to  the  gods,  since  her  people  were  in  the 
throes  of  a severe  drought  and  famine. 

Red  Eagle,  an  Indian  brave,  overtook 
Utahna  before  she  reached  the  summit  of 
the  mountain. 

Utahna  mistook  Red  Eagle  for  a moun- 
tain god  and  allowed  herself  to  be  persuaded 
not  to  sacrifice  herself.  Then  the  legend  has 
it  that  the  two  dwelt  in  Timpanogos  Cave. 

Later  Red  Eagle  was  seriously  wounded 
and  let  his  secret  be  know  in  his  delirium. 

UTAHNA,  then  realizing  that  she  still 
must  make  the  propitiation,  ascended  lofty 
Timpanogos  and  sacrificed  herself. 

According  to  the  legend,  the  hearts  of 
the  two  courageous  young  Indians  are  merg- 
ed in  stone  beside  a crystal  'lakelet  in  the 
cavern  of  Timpanogos.

Wells,  of  South  Carolina,  is  blind.  A con- 
vert to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  he  has  been  at  the  Brigham 
Young  University  the  past  few  years.  lie 
found  it  wasn’t  too  difficult  to  get  around  the 
campus  after  he  made  a few  friends,  but  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  get  around  town  by 
himself. 

Then  he  leaimed  of  Guide  Dogs  for  the 
Blind,  San  Rafael,  Calif.,  a charitable  organi- 
zation maintained  by  public  donation  and 
made  application  for  a dog  and  the  training. 

Last  April,  Wells  arrived  in  San  Rafael 
for  a month  of  intensive  training  for  his  dog. 

‘‘For  the  first  week  I studied  harness  train- 
ing with  a trainer,  who  placed  the  dog  har- 
ness on  himself  and  led  me  around  until  I 
learned  the  necessary  commands  and  tech- 
niques. Then  I was  given  Topper,  who  had 
been  previously  educated.  We 
underwent  a period  of  getting  to 
know  each  other  and  were  train 
ed  together,”  Wells  said. 

Wells  and  Topper  visited  and 
worked  in  the  California  Red 
Wood  forest.  Topper  took  Wells 
safely  over  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge,  down  town  San  Rafael, 
and  finally  through  the  business 
section  of  San  Francisco  before 
they  ended  their  training  and  re 
turned  to  Provo. 

Topper  is  about  two  feet  high 
at  his  muscled  shoulders,  with  a 
shiny,  black  coat  and  intelligent 
eyes  which  seem  to  understand 
all  that  goes  on  around  him.  He 
lies  at  Wells’  feet  during  class 
periods  and  wears  a specially 
constructed  harness  complete 
with  a leash  and  hand  controls. 

“He’s  a working  dog,  and 
loves  to  eat.  He’s  well  behaved 
with  the  only  bad  habit  of  scat- 
tering trash  over  the  apartment, 
so  I’ll  have  to  do  some  training 
on  that  score,”  said  Wells  with 
a grin. 

Wells,  after  graduation,  hopes 
to  teach  in  a school  for  the  blind. 

He  met  his  wife,  the  former 
Virginia  Butler  of  Canada,  at 
BYU.  They  were  married  over  a 
year  ago  and  are  expecting  their 
first  child  in  two  weeks.
